your plcaliire; for thefe feathered fong- 
ilers are continually entertaining you with 
their mingled and melodious notes, which 
together produce a perfedl concert that is 
moft agreeably foftened by the diftance be- 
tween the trees and the piazzas. The 
ground before the caftle, till you come 
to the trees, is very beautifully laid out 
into gardens, which abound with many 
fpacious walks and grafs-plats, edged with 
flowers and adorned with ftatues and foun- 
tains ; and, in fhort, here you may have 
every thing which can either pleafe the 
eye or gratify the palate. As to the fpace 
between the trees and the fea-fhore, which 
is much the largeft, this alfo is moft agree- 
ably divided on every lide into verdant 
lawTis and flowery meads, which are be- 
fpangled (if I may fo exprefs myfelf) with 
a thoufand milk-w^hite heifers and flocks of 
flieep, whofe fleeces may vie in colour 
with tiie driven fnow.
